Mock stands by Waldheim, raps ‘biased’ state television 


VIENNA -- Conservative leader 
Alois Mock yesterday reiterated his 
support for Presideat Kurt Wald- 

img and accused the state-run tele-

against Waldheim. 

Speaking to reporters after a 
jeeting of leaders of his People’s 
-Party, Mock, who is foreign minister 
‘and deputy chancellor, said Wald- 
heim's decision to stay in office 
“should be respected by all 
democrats.” 

" He declined to answer questions 
about the discussion by party lead- 
-@rs on Waldheim. Disclosures of 
Waldheim’s service as an officer in 
‘Adolf Hitler’s German army in 
“World War II have caused a division 
in Austria's coalition government. 

:. “The People’s Party is the junior 


partner in the coalition with the 
Socialists. 

“Both parties have a duty to rec- 
ognize the decision of the president 
to stay in office,” said Mock. He 
also criticized ORF, the state radio 
and television broadcasting monop~ 
oly. “The reporting of ORF is scan-~ 
dalous, as far as the criticism of the 
Austrian president is cohcerned,” 
Mock said. “It must be rejected as 
one-sided and unobjective.” 

He declined to provide detailed 
examples, saying only that language. 
used showed bias against Waldheim 
and his supporters and for his 
opponents. 

The People's Party supported 
Waldheim’s election in 1986 and has 
previously been a staunch backer of 
the former UN secretary-general. 
But several prominent Conservative 


politicians have criticized Waldheim 
after a historians’ report last week 
questioned the president’s moral 
integrity. 

They include Heinrich Neisser, ἃ 
minister in the chancellery, Eco- 
nomics Minister Robert Graf and 
Erhard Busek, who heads the Vien- 
ma party organization. Fritz 
Ruecker, a Conservative in Salz- 
burg, on Wednesday went a step 
further. He resigned from his party 
offices to protest the party's “false 
slavish loyalty” to Waldheim. 

Asked whether Ruecker’s move 
meant support for Waldheim is 
crumbling, Mock said, “I don't see 
one such or five such decisions as a 
sign the dams are breaking.“ 

The conservative Oberoester- 
riechsche Nachrichten daily called 
for the resignation of Waldheim and 


Mock. “President Kurt Waldheim is 
a burden for the country, regardiess 
of whether the charges against bim 
are justified or not,” the newspaper 
said yesterday. “Out of consider- 
ation for Austria, he should draw 
the consequences.” 

Mock “is partly responsible for 
the way Waldheim has cemented 
himself” in office, and “should at 
least withdraw to the secondary 
ranks” of his party, the newspaper 


said. 

In Belgrade, the Politika daily 
quoted a West German eyewitness 
as saying yesterday that Nazi army 
Lieutenant Kurt Waldheim assisted 
the fascist Croatian Ustachi move- 
ment in organizing deportations of 
thousands of civilians in the Yugo- 
slav Kozara mountains during 
World War Π. 


Waldheim was charged with “‘co- 


‘ ordinating” the deportations with 


the Ustachi, former lieutenant 
Deepen Haye said. Haye, who 
along with the current Austrian 
president was on the staff of Gener- 
al Friedrich Stahl in Western Bos- 
nia, told the newspaper that Wald- 
heim “often visited” villages in the 
Kozara in the summer of 1942 where 
Croatian military authorities had set 
up concentration camps. 

Croatia was made a Nazi protec- 
torate and ally in 1941. 

“The Ustachis were badly orga- 
nized, had no lorries and knew noth- 
ing about mass displacements,” 
Haye, who is now retired and lives 
on the West German Frisian island 
of Spikeroog told Politika. 

He described Waldheim, 23 at the 
time, as “ἃ reserved, extremely dis- 


Ciplined and ‘docile young man™ 
whose companions were convinced 
that he would have “swept the 
Streets after a cavalry parade if he 
had been ordered to do so.” 

‘Waldheim was asked to “help” 
the Ustachis organize the deporta- 
tions because his superiors “put 
great trust in him” and because “as 
an Austrian he knew the customs of 
this formerly Austro-Hungarian re- 
gion,” he said, adding that as a liai- 
son officer between the German 
staff and the Ustachis Waldheim 
was part of a “task force” that had 
“full authority.” 

More than 60.000 civilians, in- 
cluding 23,000 children, were de- 
ported in “pacification” operations 
in the Kozara, and many of them 
died in concentration camps. (AP.

He testified that he had never seen a 
Dienstausweis like the Trawniki 
identity card with Demjanjuk's 
name on it, which was the crucial 
document in the case revolving 
around Demjanjuk’s alleged identi- 
ty as Ivan the Terrible. 

According to prosecutor Michael 
Shaked, however, Reiss admitted 
that he was not familiar with all the 
service documents issued at Traw- 
niki. Said Shaked: “Reiss assumed 
the mantle of an expert and said that 
the ID card was a forgery. His testi- 
mony was entirely tendentious and 
in favour of the defence.” 

Reiss, incidentally, was exonerat- 
ed by a German court. The judges 
accepted his claim that he did not 
koow what went on at Treblinka, 
and that he thought it was a labour 
camp. ;

A TURKISH COURT on Wednes- 
day fined a local edition of the 
American magazine Playboy a re- 
cord 3.5 billion Turkish lira ($3.1 
million) for breaking a law on the 
publication of pornographic pic- 
tures.

to trim waste, boost efficiency

Mendel Kaplan, the chairthan of the Jewish 
Agency board of governors, yesterday pro- 
claimed the end of the old regime in the Agency, 

.in which each department acted as a “separate 
fiefdom.” and announced a series of changes to 
reduce waste and increase efficiency. 

Together with Simha Dinitz, the chairman of 
the Agency executive, Kaplan explained the 
changes that were approved this week by the 
board of governors. The most important measure 
adopted, Kaplan said, was the decision to 

the capacity of the chairman of the 
executive tq control and coordinate the depart- 
ments. 

This is to be accomplished by beefing up the 
powers of the Agency director-general, who is 
responsible to the chairman. Gideon Witkon, 
who until now has served as director of the Pro- 
ject Renewal Department, was named Agency 
director-general. He replaces Shlomo Gazit. 

The board approved a budget of $381m. for the 
Agency for the coming year, with another $33m. 
for Project Renewal. 

Dinitz said that he would hold the vacant Trea- 
sury and Youth Aliya portfolios unti} the Likud 
agreed on its candidates for these posts. Uri 
Gordon, formerly head of Youth Aliya, was 
named the new head of the Immigration and 
Absorption Department, replacing Haim Aron of 
Herut. 


’ Dinitz also said that the new members of the 
WZO executive elected at the recent Zionist 
would soon take over their portfolios. 
These include Avraham Avibai, of the Confeder- 
ation of United Zionists, who is to head the 
Youth and Hehalutz Department; Rabbi Haim 
Skirball, of the Reform Zionist movement Ar- 
zeinu, who takes over the Department of Educa- 
tion and Culture for the Diaspora; and Rabbi Joe 
Wernik, of the Conservative Zionist movement 
Mercaz, who will run the Organization Depart- 
ment. 

The board of trustees of Keren Hayesod, the 
fund-raising arm of the Agency/WZO outside the 
U.S., announced yesterday that it would no long- 
er accept political party figures to head the orga- 
nization.

‘What was will never be again, and what 
will be, is not what was,’ says Amos Oz

From the heart of a brigade com- 
mand post in the heart of a Gaza 
Strip refugee camp to the heart of 
the intellectual peace camp in the 
heart of Tel Aviv is a heartbreaking 
trip. 
It's a voy2,ze about the powerless- 


ness of the ; owerful, and the Power 


of the powerless. 


And it is a voyage through alley-" 


ways and corridors that echo with 
exquisitely clear language spoken by 
people whose sorrow, unconscious 
or not, is that they speak to them- 
selves instead of each other. 

Though it was for me this week a 
coincidental day trip, in times when 
history, dervish-like and insistent, 
rushes its changes through the soul 
of a society, the coincidences are as 
meaningful for an individual as 
well-laid plans. 

Each leg of the journey burdens 
the traveller with another load of 
sympathy: For the refugees, for the 
soldiers, for the children on all 
sides; for the bar em trapped’ be- 
tween rocks and hard places; for 
those whose only expression are the 
rocks of frustration; and for those 
whose ly and clearly artic- 
ulated logic of ῬΑ recourse except 
dialogue with the enemy itself, falis 
on deaf ears. 

Sympathy for tu: refugees is the 
most obvious and easy course. The 
nightmare of ankle-deep mud and 
mornings that begin at 2:30 a.m., 
the fear of anyone in authority and 
the fear of not knowing who has 
authority — the police, the army, the 
Shabak, the settlers, the Civil Guard

Sympathy for the soldiers is no

‘HUDDLED IN their olive green 
parkas and weighed down with 
equipment, a patrol of stee!-helmet- 
ed IDF troopers this week plodded 
along the muddy alley-ways of the 
Kalandia refugee camp on the out- 
skirts of Ramallah. 
The torrential rain made the go- 
ing tough and the men swore quietly 
to themselves as they stopped to 
check outhouses and gardens for 
lurking stone- throwers. A few min- 
utes earlier they had dispersed a 
mob of youths who had set up a 
barricade and pelted them with 
rocks. 
As the soldiers, accompanied by a 
few reservists, rounded a corner a 
tiny child, not more than five years 
old, mocked them with a home- 
made bow and arrow. The teenage 
guardians of law and order in the 
territories struggled hard to sup- 
press their smiles. But they failed. 
“Shit,” said one of them. “‘Even the 
babies aren't afraid.” 
The men marched on, Suddenly 
they crouched, ran through a private 
.., garden, leaped over a wall and raced 
into an adjoming field. A few sec- 

“ onds later, an officer could be seen 
questioning a youngster while his 
men chased others. 

They returned empty-handed. 
“Just kids,” said the commander 
into his radio. “Not worth bothering 
with.” 

Some of the soldiers, members of 
a front-line infantry unit, made it 
clear they were sick of such patrols.

were pale and strained. Some had 
dark rings under their eyes. 

“St looks easy,” said one of them. 
“But it's no joke when they catch 
you in one of those alleys and throw 
building blocks down on you from 
the roofs. And in this weather it’s 
even worse. You are wet and cold 
all day and sometimes ail night too." 

A recent report by a team of 
American doctors described what 
they called “4 Vietnam-type syn- 
drome” among IDF men and the 
police in the territories.

POLICE, TOO, are feeling the

In Jerusalem — the focus of much 
of the violence during the past two 
weeks — the thin bine line is under 
tremendous pressure. Men have 
been taken off traffic patrol and re- 
moved from administrative duties to 
put down disturbances in places 
such as Jebei Mukaber, Sur Bahir 
and Isawiya. For both Border Police 
units and regular police, leave is a 
rarely enjoyed luxury these days. 

Concern is growing that tiredness 
may soon affect the performance of 
the police. Frustration and weari- 
ness have already been suggested as 
possible reasons for several inci- 
dents where officers appeared to 
have overstepped the mark. 

“The general atmosphere is that 
we are tired,” said Jerusalem police 
spokesman Rafi Levy. “Our men

A Simmering Calm

THE MESSAGE of the handbill distributed 
this week in the West Bank and signed by the 
“United National Leadership of the Uprising” 
was ominous. Aside from the now familiar calls 
for continued strikes and protests, it urged Pal- 
estinians to attack the settlers and their settle- 
ments, and wage a war of attrition against Isra- 
el, to sap both its economy and morale. 

.The authors of the jeaflet, straining to main- 
tain the momentum of the uprising which had 
endured for almost 70 days, designated Tuesday 
a “Day of Rage,” in which Palestinians should 
vent their wrath against the occupation in ἃ 
general strike and demonstrations. 

The general strike materialized. The wide- 
spread protests did not. The intifada (uprising) 
has for more than a week appeared to be spend- 
ing its fury, evolving from waves of riots into a 
quieter but more sustained routine of protest 
encompassing wider sectors of the population: 
commercial and transportation strikes, work ab- 
senteeism, self-imposed curfews, self-isolation 
of villages behind roadblocks, chornic disrup- 
tion of normal life. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin and other 
defence officials are talking about “fatigue” 
that has come over the Palestinians, a weariness 
of the economic hardship caused by the relent- 
less strikes, and exhaustion from the violent 
confrontations with the army. Chief of Staff 
Dan Shomron called the persistent strikes a 
“self-inflicted wound,” and said soldiers would 
no longer force open shops; the shopkeepers 
will be left to stew in their own juice. 

The Palestinians speak in contradictory terms 
of their predicament. In conversations one can 
bear both bravado and blunt pragmatism. “Peo- 
ple are not tired at all,” asserted Hiba Rajoub, 
the wife of Jibril Rajoub, deported in January 
on grounds that be helped instigate the riots. “It 
will continue.” 

A metalworker from Ramallah, who had 
spent hours iy δον doors for free after they 
were damaged by soldiers who pried them 
open, said : ‘The le won't stop, because 
they haven't come this far only to end it without 
having gained anything.” The problems, he 


said, were in the basic conditions of daily life: an . 


intolerable tax-burden,“a‘lack of building péer- 
mits. People want a change, he said. 


= The daily difficulties have been a significant 


theme running through the teaflets and the com- 
ments of many Palestinians explaining the rea- 
sons for their revolt. Pressing problems like the 
paucity of family unification permits for rela- 
tives wishing to settle in the territories, and the 
difficult working conditions of labourers in Isra- 
el are cited by Palestinians, no less than political 
demands, as the cause of the uprising. “We're 
people like you,” they say over and over again. 
“We want to to live like you and have the rights 
you have.” 

These grievances have apparently hit home in 
the civil administration, where a senior officer 
said this week that the processing of family 
unification permits would be speeded up, and 
that there was no longer any problem in obtain- 
ing construction permits. 

A shopkeeper in E-Ram, explaining why he 
had kept his shop shut despite the economic 
difficulties said: “We want independence. so we 
can gavern ourselves and not have some soldier 
telling us what to do. Freedom is more impor- 
tant than money.” 

The reality, of course, is not that simple. 
There is a certain weariness, and routinization 
of the intifada. By the order of local commit- 
tees, striking shopkeepers now open their shops 
three hours a day, when the streets are bustling. 
Hoarding of supplies makes for brisk business in 
many food stores. Shops dealing in confection- 
ery or footwear, for instance, rather than hard 
supplies, are taking losses, since customers are 
less prone to spend money on such items in a 
period of uncertainty. In the rural area around 
Hebron, farmers are suffering from surpluses, 
because they cannot send their goods to the 
markets in East Jerusalem, which have been 
shut down for two months. 

The three-hour opening is a life-line for many 
stores, and has enabled the commercial strike to 
go on without crippling losses to merchants. 
However there are businesmen who are report- 
ing serious difficulties, including large debts to 
Israeli suppliers (totalling some $50 - 70 million 
in the West Bank), which have led some to dip 
into their savings or borrow from friends. 
Cheques are bouncing as accounts run low, and 


‘some smaller businesses are reported to be on 
- the verge of collapse, ee “ r 
Most of the day labourers, who cannot afford * : 


to strike, go to work in Israel — almost 80 per 
cent of the labour force in the West Bank, 
according to the civil administration. Some have 
evaded curfews, others have defied threats by 
activists to bum or stone their cars and even 
walked to work, though in some cases labourers 
going to their jobs were beaten. The workers 
are changing their mode of transportation, mov- 
ing from buses, which have been burned by 
activists, to private cars. Many want to keep 
their jobs, which others have lost by not show- 
ing up. “We have to eat.” said one labourer. . 
who went to work despite the widely-observed 
general strike on the “Day of Rage.” “If they 
would give me money, I would strike." 

But'the money is apparently not forthcoming. 
Defence sources say only a portion of the funds 
promised by the PLO are finding their way into 
the territories. Israel has moved to block the 
influx of more PLO funds to support striking 
shopkeeers and workers by restricting the sums 
of money allowed to be brought in undeclared 
over the Jordan Bridges. 

The death of a Palestinian protester no longer 
brings on a wave of widespread violent protests, 
as was the pattern at the start of the uprising. A 
certain numbness has developed. 

Local committees set the times of opening 
and closure of stores, and the norms of protest 
in different communities. A unique example of 
this was shown by Israel Television this week at 
the village of Salfit, where the Palestine Com- 
munist party is promoting open nonviolent pro- 
test. Graffiti on the walls condemned stone 
throwers and rioters who mask their faces. 

Despite the calls by the leaflets for a tax 
rebellion and resignation of civil servants, and 
nascent examples of mutual aid to refugee 
camps under curfew. the population has not cut 
itself off from the military government and its 
services, apparently realising that there is no 
alternative to it at present. 

A certain modus vivendi seems to be evolv- 


-ing, in which the army backs off from the non- 


violent modes:of protest, such as strikes, and 
reduces its forces when the towns are quiet. The

Arab workers 


25 shekels, and what do you get...

“FILTH, SCUM!” the building con- 
tractor screamed at this reporter. 
“Why do you have to talk to my 
workers while they're doing their 
job, telling them 25 shekels a day 
isn't much of a salary? Next they'll 
want more money.” 

The two Arab workers who had 
shown up at the 10-man building 
project in Jerusalem’s Talpiot 
neighbourhood hastily went back to 
carrying concrete blocks, while the 
contractor, refusing all apologies, 
his face grey and menacing, gave 
chase, shouting,“‘Scum! Go to hell!” 

It was Monday and the building 
sites in Talpiot and Arnona, where 
massive stone villas are sprouting up 
like new garden vegetables, were 
virtually deserted. Only here and 
there could the ring of an occasional 
hammer be heard. 

IDF curfews and Arab strikes and 
disturbances have move- 
ment in much of the West Bank 
recently. As a result, many Arabs in 
the territories have stayed away 
from their jobs. Some, however, 
have taken personal risks and gone 
to great Jengths to make it to work — 


even though the salaries are small 
and the appreciation minimal. 

One construction worker walked 
eight kilometres to the building site. 
Another stayed on his job for two 
weeks straight. A third, a security 
guard, convinced his boss to hire a 
special cab to take him home at 
night because he believed that 
Egged buses were off-limits to him. 
He feared that if the bus were 
stoned, Jewish passengers might 
beat him up. 

“We came by sheer force of will,” 
said construction worker Walid, one 
of the two workers who had shown 
up at the Talpiot building site. 

“I can’t run away from my job,” 
the 26-year-old explained. “I’m a 
subcontactor, a boss. I have three 
little girls at home. What am I going 
to do?” 

In his village near Bethlehem, 
Walid has felt little pressure from 
fellow Palestinians to stay away 
from work: “Everyone decides what 
he is to do,” he said, adding that he 
and others still wonder if it is ail 
worth it. 

“Twenty-five shekels a day I get,” 
he said as his boss drove up in his 
white van. “From that I must pay 


five shekels for bus fare and buy 
food and cigarettes. And at night, I 
don't sleep. 1 don't feel good, I'm 
afraid the settlers will come.” 


AT A BUILDING site just a few 
dozen metres away, Omar was twist- 
ing wires with a pliers.. He had 
walked five kilometres to his job 
from Bethlehem that day because he 
could not find a bus. Two other 
Arab workers on the site bad not 
shown up. 

Another man, Mahmoud, had 
found a permanent solution to the 
transportation problem: He slept at 
the building site and went back to 
his Nablus home every two weeks. 

“Ten years I am a guard,” he said 
rather proudly. “I go home by 
Egged.-I didn't see the disturbances. 
But I will tell you one thing: God is 
better than everybody. both Jews 
and Arabs.” 

Nearby, Zion Cohen laid floor 
tiles while chattering with the two 
Palestinian workers in Arabic. 
When asked for a translation of one 
Arabic joke, Cohen, who wore a 
knitted skullcap, looked up and 
smiled. 

“You see, we have a shared lan- 


guage, Jews and Arabs,” he said. 

Omar eyed this reporter a little 
suspiciously, but Cohen urged him 
to say a few words anyway. and 
offered a few Hebrew translations. 
Omar explained that he had walked 
to work that day because he was 
afraid his car would be stoned. 

“I asked him why be didn't come 
by donkey,” said Cohen jovially. 
“He said they would have broken 
the donkey's legs, too...What does 
he say about the disturbances? He 
thinks they're crazy.” 

“They're not crazy," Omar said in 
broken Hebrew, correcting Cohen. 
“They just want to live.” 

What did Omar think would hap- 

in future?“ 

“Maybe there will be peace,” be 
said hopefully. 

“Everyone wants peace,” Cohen 
added. “Everyone is raising chil- 
dren. Everyone worries about the 
same things. Omar is against war. 
So am-I. But there are extremists 
who don't have anything to lose. 

“What do I think will happen? rif 
tel] you. T wouldn't mind if the Ar- 
abs didn't come to work at all and 
‘we would bring soldiers in to do the 
tasks of the Arabs. We are too de- 


pendent on Arab labour. It has dere 
a lot of damage. Why yesterday, 
nobody came to work. Today 80 per 
cent of the workers in this area 
didn’t come.” 


AT THE Baka carwash, an old man 
wearing knee-high rubber boots and 
a battered woolen suit-coat made his 


- ablutions for afternoon prayer, mib- 


bing the dirt off of his oil-stained 
hands. 

Partly hidden behind a big sign 
that said “Automatic Wash” and 
“Good Year," he put a slip of card- 
board down on the garbage-littered 
ground and prepared to pray. The 
muezzin's call blared from a nearby 
tape-deck. Under his working garb. 
the old man’s solemn face and erect 
bearing reflected a quiet dignity. 

““Today we are only three people; 
we should be seven,” said a younger 
worker nearby, sipping a cup of cof- 
fee during a break from washing a 


car. 

The older man, asked why he had 
come to work, only smiled an im- 
penetrable smile and chuckled. The 
younger man described his situation 
in good English.

‘Something has changed’ _ 


' AVRAHAM RABINOVICH 
IF LOOKS could kill, a yellow licence plate wouldn't have 
jasted two minutes in downtown Hebron this week on the 
Palestinian Day of Wrath. ᾿ . 

Ino his basement office in the centre of the city, Yehuda 
Reider said he had been seeing that look since the unrest in 
the territories began two months ago. It had suddenly 
brought to mind a 55-year-old memory from his childhood 
in Germany. : 

“Just after the Nazis came to power, the German chil- 
dren on the street stopped playing with us Jewish kids. I feel 
the same thing happening now — the distancing.” 

A gentle man, Reider was not comparing Hebrbnites 
with Nazis. In fact, he expressed understanding for the taxi 
drivers and other local Arabs employed by the Jewish 
settlers who had reluctantly announced in recent weeks that 
they were severing ties. “What can I tell them — not to go? 
Are we going to protect them from those who are threaten- 
ing them?” 

In recent weeks whenever he has entered a shop in 
Hebron filled with Arab customers, the proprietor has 
made a point of serving him first — not out of deference, 
Reider understands, but to be rid of him. 

“They don’t look at you the way they used to and they 
don’t say ‘shalom’ they way they used to, that large, East- 
ern ‘shalom.’ Something has changed,” he says, adding that 
he had never carried a gun before but it would be irrespon- 
sible not to do so now. 

Reider heads the “municipal committee” looking after 
the affairs of the Jewish settlers in downtown Hebron. 
There are 38 Jewish families living there in scattered build- 
ings which have been identified as Jewish property, some of 
it dating from the [6th century, as well as some 70 students 
in a yeshiva. Around them in Hebron live 45,000 Arabs, 
considered the most extreme Moslems in the West Bank. 
For their part, the settlers in Hebron and adjacent Kiryat 
Arba are considered the most extreme nationalists and 
Messianics in that area. Hanging over both sides is the 
memory of the 1929 massacre in which 69 Jews in Hebron 


were slaughtered by locals, and the grievances which have 
-accumula 


ted during the past 20 years. 

Yet, since the current troubles began, Hebron has been 
the most peaceful city in the territories. Few believe it is 
because of the army detail guarding each of the Jewish 
houses in Hebron. 

“I can't explain it,” says Reider. “‘Some people say it's 

because of the experience we've had living together. I don't 
know.” 
In Kiryat Arba, a local official, Meir Ben-Gur, notes that 
Hebron Arabs driving to the Gaza Strip have been beaten 
up there by locals who accuse them of passivity towards the 
Jews, and that the PLO radio station broadcasting from 
southern Syria has likewise chastised them. 

Many of Kiryat Arba’s 5,000 residents continue to go the 
Arab market in Hebron but they go less often and they are 
more alert. Those who did not carry weapons before do so 
now. 
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Hebron 


DESPITE the general strike declared by the Uprising Com- 
mittee on this particular day, virtually all the Arab workers 
in Kiryat Arba’s small industrial area bave shown up. 
“Do you see this boy?” asks Moshe, owner of a large 
carpentry shop, nodding at an Arab youth of about 20. “He 
came to me when he was 14. Do you see his enthusiasm? His 
open face. I can trust him. And he trusts me. ΑἹ] my 
workers are Arabs. They work very well. They call me 
“boss’ but we're friends. One of them is the som of a 


mukhtar. I'm often at their houses and they come to my - 


house. We talk openly with each other. 

“Last week they were saying that the Palestinians want a 
state of their own, that this land is theirs. I told them about 
the Holocaust. They learn something about the Holocaust 
in their own schoois. I said that after the Holocaust, the 
Jews felt they must have a state of their own. They said they 
understood that. I even offered to take them to Yad Va- 
shem. They want their own country. but I think that only if 
we live together will we learn to know one another.” 

In the tourist shop operated by the settlers outside the 
Tomb of the Patriarchs in Hebron, the only customers are 2 
bearded, black-garbed man and four reservists drip 
coffee and counting the hours until their tour of duty is up. 

“Is that for tear gas?™ the bearded man asks, pointing at 
a stubby protuberance at the end of one of the soldiers’ 
rifles. The soldier unscrews a cap and shows him the rubber 


τ bullets inside. When the bearded man speaks enthusiasti- 


cally about the need to use force, one of the soldiers 
mutters “Jesus Christ” in English and ums away. 

The cheerful man behind the counter, Gershon Ellinson, 
appears to be one of those fortunates who smile at the 
world and see it smiling back. “I haven"t seen any change in 
the attitude of the Arabs here towards me,” he says. “I was 
just in the shuk this morning. Look.” He holds up a large 
plastic sack containing tomatoes. “Fourteen kilos. Five 
shekels. That's a hard price to beat.” (In Israeli market 
places, the price is about three times as high.) 

Ellinson is one of the settlers who originally came to 
Hebron 20 years ago. He says the Arabs in the area know 
him by his first name. Stepping outside with a visitor, he is 
proven as good as his word. “‘Ahalan, Gersh,” calls an Arab 
teenager across the street. The boy is among a dozen youths 
playing marbles. The players take turns trying to flick a 
marble with their thumb from the pavement into a dip 
where 4 few dozen marbles are nestled. Whoever gets one 
in, explains the boy, gets the pot. 

Elsewhere in the territories these past two months, boys 
like these have been shooting marbles like these out of 
slingshots at people like Ellinson. 

Down the street, oranges and other foodstuffs are dis- 
played outside a greengrocer’s whose doors are half shut. 
The proprietor explains with an apologetic smile that the 
store is closed. The strike-enforcers appear to accept street 
sales as Jong as the shops are closed. 

“The poor fellow doesn’t know who to be afraid οἵ," 
Ellinson had said. 

The only premises officially open on the street is a mill

YITZHAK Feuchtwanger, a guard | 
on duty at Kedumim, leaned to- 
wards the driver of the metallic-col- 
oured Subaru shortly before mid- 
night. 
“Did you hear the news?” the 
guard asked, referring to the an- 
nouncement that Palestinian leaflets 
were calling for attacks on Jewish 
settlements, and Gush Emunim had 
threatened to shoot violent at- 
tackers. 

The driver snickered. “Let them 
come,” he said. “We've been ex- 
pecting them for years.” 

The next morning, in his villa of 
Jerusalem stone on one of Kedu- 
mim’s slopes, Prof. Isaac Lewin 
said, “Α war has been going on. The 
Arabs haven't accepted our pres- 
ence here. They believe this is a 
good time to strike — so they re- 
sumed fighting.” 

Several days earlier, an eight- or 
10-year-old Palestinian girl smashed 
the back window of the psycholo- 
gist’s car as he drove through Kaiki- 
lya to Bar-Ilan University. Other 
Tesidents experienced similar at- 
tacks, and a Kedumim settler alleg- 
edly shot dead a 27-year-old resi- 
dent of neighbouring Kafr Kaddum. 

These and many other incidents 
have made settlers wake up to the 
problem of maintaining relations 
with their Arab neighbours — a sub- 
ject they virtually ignored in De- 
cember 1979 when they twisted the 
government's .arm and broke the 
ban on settlement in Samaria. 
Backed by thousands of supporters 
who defied army orders and road- 
blocks, a smal! group of settlers 
moved into tents and a former pris- 
on cell on the fringe of Camp Kad- 
dum. The pioneers were inspired by 
national and religious motives, and 
were oblivious to the more “mun- 
dane™ problems of land, work, and 
maintaining relations with their 


neighbours. 


YOSSI ARTSIEL, one of Kedu- 
mim's founding fathers, recalled this 
week that he had felt they were wit- 
nessing the beginning of the process 
of geula, Jewish redemption: “We 
saw in everything as a sign of divine 
direction which the prophets fore- 
saw more than 2,000 years ago.” he 
explained. ° 

“It’s clear to me that if we did not 
have today 100,000 Jews in Judea 
and Samaria, Israel would have had 
to relinquish Samaria long ago. To- 
day, more than ever, we are keeping 
Judea and Samaria for the people of 
Israel.

tables. The family didn’t need that 
much so the produce rotted — but he 
kept buying more. 

“I took whatever they offered,” 
he said. “Eventually they saw that 
we were not cannibals.” 

Others hired villagers to build the 
spacious, split-level homes that to- 
day create an atmosphere in Kedu- 
mim of a quiet, fashionable suburb. 

Formal ties were also established 
to coordinate day-to-day matters 
and to solve problems which arose, 
but the atmosphere at meetings be- 
tween the two sides was sometimes 
phoney and contrived. 5 

Yitzhak Yafin, who attended one 
of the first such meetings at Kedu- 
mim’s mess hall, remembered how 
polite everyone was when Kafr Kad-

The following 
Sabbath, Yafin and several other 
settlers took the half-hour walk to

.. “He sat there in a pyjamas, and 
they brought out hot tea which we 
could drink even though it was the 
Sabbath because a non-Jew had 
boiled the water. Then he pulled out 
a tambur, drummed on it -- and we 
sang.” 

But, walking one day into his 
home, still under construction, Ya- 
chin saw that one of the workers had 
left a message on the living room 
wall: “7 built this house — and J will 
live here after the revolution. 


Some Palestinian contractors, 
however, used to bring their families 
to the homes they had built in Kedu- 
mim. Motti Malachi’s contractor 
used to come on holidays. 


IN KAFR KADDUM, Abdul Ma- 
nan Mahmoud Abdallah Kaddumi 
told me how deeply touched he had 
been when his brother died and his 
Jewish employer turned up for the 
funeral: “He cried like my father,” 
Kaddumi said. 

Settlers tried to be helpful. When 
the farmers needed water, they ar- 
ranged for someone to come with a 
small tanker, fill up at Kedumim, 
and deliver water to the village res- 
ervoirs. In another instance, an 
Arab girl was injured and bleeding 
profusely. The villagers brought her 
to Kedumim where a dentist attend- 
ed to her. Settlers also interceded 
with the administration to help their 
neighbours overcome bureaucratic 
red-tape, and even mediated in in- 
ternal Arab feuds. 

On Mosiem holidays, Varman 
and his friends would call on the 
mukhtars of the eight neighbouring 
villages, bringing flour, sugar and 
rice. Many settlers, however, 
weren't interested in dealing with 
the Arabs. Some refused to join his 
good-will visits. Though considered 
a local champion of Jewish-Arab re- 
lations Varman, too, found it diffi- 
cult to communicate with his neigh- 
bours. After all, how long can a city 
person talk about the rain and the 
olive harvest? ᾿ 

“They are from completely differ- 
ent backgrounds. Our mentality is 
different. You can't talk to them 
about the same things yon talk to 
your Sane about. We don’t sit 
around fingering worry beads,” 
Varman said. ᾿ 

He eventually told the Arabs not 
to come over on Jewish holidays.

Some settlers did not hide their 
hostility towards the Arabs. Neigh- 
bouring villagers complained of one 
settler who, they said, stole their 

ing tools and asses. 

Other settlers were ambivalent 
towards the Arabs. In some re- 
Spects, they considered them indi- 
viduals who were entitled to live 
with basic human dignity. Yet the 
Jews also considered them to be part 
of an Arab world determined to liq- 
uidate Israel, and thus not entitled 
to basic human rights. 

Some settlers, including those 
who visited Arab homes, would not 
employ Arabs. Yafin, one of the 
owners of a local soap plant, said 
Arabs were employed in Kedu- 
mim’s grocery store, the local guest 
house, on construction sites and in 
other services but, “We took care 
not to hire Arabs in industrial 
plants.” 

This policy combined a desire to 
reserve jobs for Jews and an expec- 
tation that denying work to Arabs 
would encourage them to move 
away. 


THE CURRENT Palestinian upris- 
ing has deepened Kedumim resi- 
dents’ hostility toward their 
neighbours. 

“I used tho think there was a 
‘good Arab" and a ‘bad Arab.’ 
When we talked to them, they gave 
us the impression that they just 
wanted peace and quiet. They asked 
poe to ps τ τὸ much.

20 many city officials, the politicians 
who created Jerusalem's new city 
limits after the 1967 war drew this 
refugee camp into their capital. It 
thus became the only refugee camp 
-woder Israeli sovereignty. No one 
Pela peel to it at the time. 

ut now the intifada (uprising) is 
unfolding, the even cee 
are rolling, and one of the most 
symbolically important fronts has 
become Jerusalem itself. With 
stones, burning tyres, and a continu- 
ing commercial strike, Palestinians 
are seeking to erase the line be- 
tween annexed Jerusalem and the 

‘West Bank. The Shuafat camp, once 
the negligibte consideration of polit- 
ical map-makers, has become one of 
the strongholds of the intifada. 

ὰ It was here, less than half a kilo- 

metre northeast of Jerusalem's 
French Hill neighbourhood, that 
youths began stoning Israeli cars 
passing through the Coca Cola inter- 
section on the way to Pisgat Ze'ev, a 
kilometre and a half to the north. 
When the police started guarding 
the intersection, the youths pelted 
the Israeli-owned Coca Cola plant 
closer to the camp. 

_ Neither a police raid which. sent 
50 residents to the hospital, nor a 
curfew that lasted three days, nor a 
“Trojan Horse” maneuver in which 
police seeking to arrest rioters co- 
mandeered an Arab bus and dis-

has quelled the unrest. 

In fact, while most of the rebel- 
lious Arab neighbourhoods in the 
city seemed to be taking a break this 
week, clashes between the police 
and the youth of the Shuafat camp 
were a daily occurence. 

Jerusalem police officials say that 
the camp is currently one of their 
biggest problems. One security 
source went so far as to say that 
authorities are “in the dark” when it 
comes to understanding exactly 
what is happening inside. 


THE SHUAFAT CAMP is a collec- 
tion of cement and cinderblock 
buildings squeezed together on ei- 
ther side of narrow alleyways and a 
few major streets. There is electric- 
ity, running water, and a sewage 
system that the municipality in- 
stalled over the the objections of the 
United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency several years ago. What 
there is not, camp residents say, is 
land for young couples to build their 
own homes. 

The camp had 3,870 residents on 
the eve of the 1967 war. UNRWA. 
Officials estimate that about 7,000 
people live there today. Khalil (he 
asked that his last name not be 
used), a 31-year-old social worker, 
is one of them. 

Khalil’s family left Tal Asafy, an 
Arab village near Kiryat Gat, during 
the 1948 War. He and his family 
have visited the place twice since 
1967. Fields planted with vegetables 
and the orchards of a Jewish settle- 
ment cover the land where the vil- 
lage once stood. 

“My father would point and 
say."There was my father’s house, 
and my grandfather's house,” " he 
said. 


Quarter of the Old City, where refu- 
gees had moved into the houses 
abandoned by Jews who had lived 
there until the quarter fell in 1948. 
In 1966, the Jordanians moved the 
refugees from the Jewish Quarter to 
the Shuafat site. When Israel took 
over the area the following year, a 
few people were arrested but most 
of the population was not bothered, 
he said. 

Most of the camp’s residents 
found jobs in construction and other 
sectors of the economy that boomed 
from 1967-73. Though their status as 
Jerusalem Arabs gave them certain 
privileges not granted to West Bank 
Palestianians, such as greater free- 
dom of movement and more social 
security benefits, socio-economic 
and political frustrations still 
festered. 

“Everyone in our condition feels 
that he bas lost rights," Khalil said. 
He does not consider the refugee 
camp his permanent home, but he 
does not insist on retuming to his 
father’s village either. He wants 
some resolution of his problem, 
however, some change to improve 
his lot. 

When the unrest began more than 
two months ago, the older people in 
the camp reluctantly went along 
with the youths’ actions, Khalil said. 
But as they saw the uprising gather 
momentum -- and saw their local 
boys throwing stones on Syrian, Jor- 
danian,and Israeli television -- they 
began to believe that this might be 
their only hope for change. 

As Khalil sees it, the police have 
been largely unable to catch the riot- 
ers, and so they have lashed out at 
all the camp’s residents, thinking 
that the collective pressure will 
cause the adults to restrain their 


happen, however. 

“Most of the people are angry 
now,” he said. “And at night, they 
are afraid.” 


THE SITUATION at the Shuafat 
camp abounds with ironies. 

Many of the people who work at 
the Coca-Cola plant that the camp's 
youths have pelted with stones come 
from the refugee camp itself. Some 
of the camp's young men say that 
the stonings of the plant are mainly 
directed at the private Israeli guards 
who patrol in front of it. The fact 
remains that the stones are hitting 
the building while some of the riot- 
ers’ friends and relatives are inside 
earning a living. 

The recent rioting, meanwhile, 
has at least temporarily solved one 
of the camp's biggest problems: 
drug dealing. “Peopte would come 
all the way from Acre to buy drugs 
here,” one resident said. Now cli- 
ents are simply afraid to come to the 
camp, and dealers are afraid that 
youths will stone them if they do 
business. 

Finally, the only reason that the 
Shuafat camp is part of the Jerusa- 
tem’s uprising is because of the line 
that some ministers drew on a map 
20 years ago. 

“The fact that it is in Israel is 
semantics,” said Meron Benvenisti, 
former deputy mayor of the city, 
and now head of the West Bank 
Data Project. “Why is this place in 
Jerusalem any more than the Kalan- 
diya refugee camp [located just over 
the city boundary]? Is Silwan [south 
of the Old City] different from Abu 
Dis [just over the eastern city line]? 

“The whole myth of Jerusalem 
being different from the West Bank 
is now out in the open for everyone 


said. “For Israelis, it's like spitting 
in their faces. They're robbed of the 
illusion that Jerusalem is different.” 


A VISITOR to the Shuafat camp 
receives an unpleasant tour, a kind 
of inventory of recent damage alleg- 
edly caused by the police during var- 
ious raids. Children rush up to show 
off their collection of spent bullet 
shells, tear gas canisters and the 
remnants of flares the police used to 
light up the camp at night. Passers- 
by show their casts and describe the 
circumstances of their beating. A 
little girl notes that her family’s wa- 
ter tank on the roof was shot open. 

“ About 85 per cent of the families 
here have felt the heavy hand of the 
police.” one resident said. 

Jamal Awad, the UNRWA< direc- 
tor of the camp, keeps records of the 
various injuries and damage. He 
said the police vandalized the cars of 
10 residents while the people were 
in their houses under curfew. Two 
hundred small solar water tanks on 
the roofs of houses have been shot 
up by live ammunition fired by Bor- 
der Police. he said. : 

Earlier, during the police raid on 
Jan. 28, some 50 people were sent to 
Mokassed Hospital for beating inju- 
ries, and another 20 were treated by 
the UNRWA doctor at home, he 
said. Among the injured was a one- 
and-a-half-year-old girl who re- 
ceived four stitches in her head. A 
policeman knocked her aside as she 
tried to follow her father, who was 
being taken away by the police. 

Jerusalem police spokesman Rafi 
Levy said that damage was done to 
camp property while police were 
putting down violent disturbances. 
He said that the police would inves- 
tigate any complaint filed inst 
individual officers. sith 

In the current lore of the camp, 2 
martyred donkey figures prominent- 
ly. According to camp residents, the 
donkey was walking loose when the 
camp was put under curfew. The 
donkey chanced upon a Border Po- 
liceman, who tried to push the ani- 
mal out of the street.

A DELUGE OF stones rained down onto the streets where 
scores of police and Border Police took cover behind their 
protective plastic shields or under balconies.

Kiliya were detained on Saturday oight on suspicion of 
preparing petro! bombs. ᾿ 

"Around 1,000 police and Border Police were drafted into 
the region on Sunday to maintain order in the four Druse 
Villages on the Golan Heights — Majdal Shams, Buka‘ata, 
Mas‘ade and Ein Kiliya. Other villages were relatively 
quiet, although a general strike was in force throughout the 


region. 
The Druse blamed the massive show of strength by the 
security forces for provoking the rioting that swept through 
Majdai Shams and continued from 6 a.m. to late in the 
aftemoon. “If the police hadn't come we would have had a 
qitiet demonstration and everything would have been over 
within the space of two or three hours at the most, said one 
resident.

“For their part, the police and Border Police acted with 
considerable restraint, despite the sustained bombardment 
of missiles.

They 
agreed but, in the event, proved powerless to prevent more 
radical elements from taking matters into their own hands. 
Afterwards a number of villagers criticized Tarif, saying 
mentor, 


of a nationalist and political nature. 

This attitude underscored the enigma of the Golan 
Heights Druse and the differences between them and their 
compatriots in the Galilee and other parts of Israel. While 
anited with Israeli Druse under the spiritual leadership of 
Sheikh Amin Tarif, the vast majority see themselves as 
Syrians and want Israel to withdraw from the Golan 
Heights. 

“Some prefer living in a free democratic society, unlike 
that in Syria, and δε ποτα than content under Israeli rule. 
Unfortunately, they are in the minority and are scared to 
open their mouths especially now when pro-Syrian senti- 
ments are mmuning very high,” said an Israeli Druse sheikh 
accompanying Shiekh Amin Tarif. 

The young sheikh, who asked not to be named, thought it 
highly improbable that the day would come when pro- 
Israeli Druse on the Golan would outnumber the pro- 
Syrians. “I would like to think it would happen, but it won't 
and there will always be troubje.” he said regretfully. 

Events on the day seemed to confirm the young sheikh's 
rather pessimistic view of the attitude of the majority of the 
16,000-strong Golan Heights Druse villagers. Although the 
police had used similar tactics to maintain order last year, 
on this occasion the rioting was fiercer. 

“The Golan Heights will always belong to Syria ‘and 
never to Israel. With blood and spirit we will liberate the 
Golan,” cried the hundreds of Drase who had gathered 
near the village square. The demonstration was broken up 
by tear gas, but the respite was short-lived as the younger 
Druse took to the rooftops of the hillside homes. More tear 
gas temporarily halted the shower of stones, but no sooner 
had the fumes cleared, then the downpour resumed. 

As the stone-throwing and tear-gas retaliation continued, 
the number of injuries increased, ially on the Druse 
side. Ganot called together the village dignitaries and asked 
them to intercede and stop the violence before someome 
was seriously hurt. They apparently tried, but to no avail.

By mid-afternoon the rioting had degenerated into a kind 
of game between the police tear-gas marksmen and the 
stone throwers to see who could get nearest to their respec- 
tive t . Shortly after 4 p.m. the rioting petered out. 
The police and Border Police packed up their equipment 
and left the village. 


BY THE following day life in Majdal Shams and the 

neighbouring Druse settlements had returned to normal. 

What then was it all about, this day of violence that could 

:./seasily-have endéd in tragedy, bad it not been for the 

’ constraint of the police? The question was put to a number 

of Druse, old and young, at height of the rioting and 
afterwards. 

“We declared a general strike after Israel annexed the 
Golan Heights and we commemorate this day every year. 
We are Syrians not Israelis and we always will be,” said a 
keffiyeh-shrouded man. 

“We will never recognize Israel; that's why we didn’t ask 
the police for a licence to demonstrate. We will continue to 
oppose the occupation until the land is liberated,” he 
added. 


But what about the higher standard of living and relative ' 


prosperity that the Druse enjoyed under Israeli rule? 

“Nothing is static and we would have progressed and 

prospered anyway; in any case that is irrelevant,” he 
lied. 


“You have to understand that our forefathers fought 
alongside the Syrians against occupying powers in the past. 
There are Druse officers and soldiers in the Syrian army 
today. We have relatives in Syria. 

“We are like a boy who doesn’t have a mother. Syria is 
our mother. We have fought with her in the past and we will 
not stop now.” 

He ridiculed an Israeli argument that the Druse were 
scared that Israel might hand back the Golan Heights to 
Syria as part of a peace package and that they therefore had 
to demonstrate their loyalty to Syria. 

' “That's nonsense. The quicker the Israelis withdraw 
from here the better and then we can all live in peace. We 
are not afraid of Syria. We would welcome her with open 
arms,” he said. 

In that case, would the Druse pursue the same tactics as 
Palestinians in the territories in order to achieve their 
desired aims? “We sympathize with the Palestinians [in the 
territories] who are living under foreign rule as we are, but 
we have no intention of copying them,” replied one man. 

“We have the strength and will to maintain a wave of 
unrest and we would do so if the security forces provoked us 
into that sort of situation. We are not afraid,” he declared.

IN ONE OF the small workshops in 
the Romema industrial area, the 
Palestinian employees apparently 
fared better. An apprentice making 
pre-fab parts for homes might start 
out earning NIS 650, but a skilled 
worker could take home NIS 1,000 
or more. 

“It's a good salary,” said the fore- 
man, clearly satisfied with his work. 

Still, two of five workers hadn't 
shown up that day. The others lived 
closer.to Jerusalem and nonchalant- 
ly. brushed. off the occasional: prob- 
lems they encountered en route — 
roadblocks in the A-Tur neighbour- 
hood or in Azariya. One day, an 
anonymous caller phoned the shop, 
and told the workers there was a 
strike and that they should close 
down. The workers wondered why 
anyone would be interested in their 
workshop, but closed up early none- 
theless and went home. | 

“I don’t feel good about the situa- 

tion,” said the shop foreman, a seri- 
ous-looking, neatly-dressed young 
man wearing a pair of heavy black 
glasses. ‘““People are being beaten. 
Friday, when I went to pray, the 
police searched through all of my 
pockets. Everywhere we go, they 
ask for our identity cards.” 
“IF I GO to work, I fear the Arabs. 
If I don’t go to work, I'm afraid the 
Jewish soldiers will come to my 
house, break in and arrest me,” said 
Abu Ahmed, describing the dilem- 
ma many Palestinians are facing 
these days. 

With barely-disguised pride, Abu 
Ahmed described how he outwitted 
Palestinians who tried to stop him 
from boarding a 6 a.m. Egged bus 
one day last week to travel to his job 
as a security guard in ἃ large Jerusa- 
lem firm. | : 

“There were people standing by 
the bus shop. I didn’t recognize 
them. Their faces were covered. But 
they called me by name. They said, 
‘Don’t go to work. You must stay at 
home.” So, I went back home, made. 


acircle around the house, and then I 
walked by foot half-an-hour to an- 
other bus stop." 

Now. sitting by his post in the 
afternoon sun, he had another prob- 
lem: His boss wanted him to work 
until 10 p.m. that night. 

“How can I take the bus at night? 
I'll be the only Arab on it. Maybe 
someone outside will throw stones, 
then the Jews on the bus will beat 
me up. If I take another bus, ¥ have 
to walk a long way. That's not safe. 
The Arabs may come for me to beat 
me up, and it won't just be one or 
two — it will be 20 or 30 of them.” 

In addition to being deterred by 
threats, same Palestinian workers 
stay away from work because of 
promises of rewards. Abu Ahmed 
observed. 

“They've broadcast all sorts of 
promises of money on Al-Kuds, the 
Palestinian radio station. See. I'm 
listening to it now. They say they'll 
give money to every needy family. 

“And I know it’s true: One of my 
relatives was in prison and they of- 
fered his family us much money as 
they needed. The family threw them 
out. They said they didn’t want the 
money, and they didn’t want their 
son either. He had caused them too 
much grief.” 

Abu Ahmed said he disapproved 
of demonstrations. 

“My 13-year-old nephew went 
out to a demonstration and J gave 
him a-wallop afterward,” he said. 


KHALIL (not his real name) is a 
youth who also never got involved in 
a demonstration. A lanky 19-year- 
old, he seemed to always have a 
gentle smile for customers despite 
the pressures of his food service job 
near the central bus station. 


“| never see the demonstrations, I - 


always am at work in the day,” he 
used to say. But recently, the “trou- 
bles” began to affect him personal- 
ly. 

“I was going home one night,” he 
said excitedly in Hebrew, “but the 
bus refused to stop at all four of the 
stops in Shuafat and Beit Hanina. It 
drove straight until it reached a stop 
in a Jewish neighbourhood. The 
people on the bus wanted to beat me 
up. They kept asking me why I 
threw stones. I told them I didn’t 
throw stones. 

“Then I had to walk five kilo- 
metres home, by foot, at 10:30 at 
night. Some soldiers stopped me. 
They wanted to know what I was 
doing out so late at night. 

“But 1 think I have the problem 
solved,” he added happily. “‘Going 
home, Ill take another bus, with a 
stop in a Jewish neighbourhood near 
my house.” 

But he subsequently ran into the 
same problem again, this time in 
broad daylight on his way to work. 
The bus refused to stop at an Arab 
stop. And for the first time since the 
disturbances began two months ago, 
Khalil didn't show up for his job.

Egypt has never stooped to the level 
of lying about its non-existent dedi- 
cation to the vision of a permanent 
State of péaceful co-existence with a 
hated Jewish Israel which has arisen 
in the heart of the Arab world. Sa- 
dat initiated that peace, not because 
it was a worthy goal in its own right, 
but as an unavoidable payment for 
obtaining large-scale American mili- 
I shudder to contemplate the fate 
of the peace with Egypt if, and when 
(more likely when than if) the U.S. 
eventually comes to the conclusion 
that it can no Jonger maintain that 
level of aid. 
THE RECENT events in the occu- 
pied territories have undoubtedly 
been Camas to Israel, bites in 
regard to her image among her sup- 
‘porters abroad — Jews and non-Jews

to that proposition, if that is possi- 
ble, than is the ageing PLO leader- 
ship outside. There are adult Pales- 
tintans in the territories who, 
because they do hurt, either pay lip- 
service to the idea of an accommo- 
dation with Israef{ or are ready to 
bow to the reality of having to reach 
such an accommodation. But they 
have either abdicated in the face of 
the young radicals or speak entirely 
to the outside world and steadfastly 
Tefuse to speak their truth to their 
own people. 

IN THIS context, seeking to attain a 
quick-fix solution to the Arab-Israel 
conflict such as the one the Ameri- 
cans are speaking of now, in speed- 
ed up negotiations which seek to 
telescope interim and final solu- 
tions, is sheer madness. Pragmatic 
Americans like Henry Kissinger and 
Zbigniew Brzezinski know that and 
have recently said so, each in his 
own way. Secretary of State George 
Shultz, the most pro-Israel secretary 
of state there has been in 40 years, 
knows it, too. 

He began his stint in State by 
lending his name to the ill-fated 
Reagan Plan of September 1982. 
Menachem Begin was ill-advised 
enough to insist on rejecting it out of 


hand at first, rather than letting the 


Arabs shoot it down. But Shultz fi- 
nally came around to realizing the 
futility of it all after it was shot 

by King Hussein and the Palestin- 
ians. His well-considered opposition 
to the international conference

strategy has now been undermined 
by the impact of the American me- 
dia reports on the uprising in the 
territories. 

For Israel, the basic threat en- 
tailed in the Reagan Plan's approach 
of “territories for peace” 1s that 
whereas the U.S. has an extraordi- 
nary ability to apply pressure on Is- 
rael to force her to make territorial 
concessions, it has no leverage what- 
soever to compel the Arabs to bury 
the hatchet and to conclude a pact 
for permanent peaceful coexistence 
with Israel. 

All of the above must be consid- 
ered in the light of the impending 
elections in Israel. A peacetul solu- 
tion to the Arab-Israel conflict is not 
in the cards at the present time. The 
Arabs are simply not hurting 
enough for that. What is important 
to achieve is a partial solution that 
would provide for a partial disen- 
gagement of Israel from the burden 
of daily friction with the Palestinian 
population in the territories while 
maintaining her essentia) security 
interests there. 

The 10 years of Likud govern- 
ment or bi-partite control of govern- 
ment have been nothing short of 
catastrophic for Israel in a large 
number of defence, foreign and do- 
mestic areas. There is also no com- 
paring Shimon Peres’s performance 
during his two years as prime minis- 
ter with those of Begin and Yitzhak 
Shamir, to the detriment of the lat- 
ter two. 

But on the issue of the interna- 
tional conference and of the “peace 
process,” Peres has been wrong and 
Shamir right. Peres made impres- 
sive but fleeting short-term gains for 
Israel's image abroad by telling for- 
eign leaders what they wanted to 
hear. Shamir's total disregard of 
outside opinion has been damaging 
on that score. 

But Peres lost the battle by failing 
to convince the Israeli people that 
what he was urging abroad was also 
safe for Israel. In fact, he made little. 
effort to tackle that all-essential task 
of internal political leadership. 

A certain amount of misleading 
double-talk to the outside worid 1s 
essential for a small beleaguered 
country in conducting its affairs 
within a complex and threatening 
world reality. But continued obfus- 
cation of the complex realitiés of the 
situation in speaking to Israel itself 
will lose the election for those forces 
here who are intent on reducing fric- 
tions with the outside world as ἃ 
condition for getting through these 
difficult times. 

It would have been better for La- 
bour if the elections would have 
been fought on domestic issues. But 
the Palestinians -- and, apparently, 
the Americans -- have now made 
that impossible. In that new reality, 
it is essential that Labour’s leaders 


. Stop double-talking to'the electorate 


and begin speaking the truth regard- 
ing how they intend ensuring Israet's 
security while striving for a reduc- 
tion in tensions with the U.S. and, 
one hopes, with the Palestinians — in 
that order of priority.

DIPLOMATIC realities must sometimes be viewed be~ 
yond the clamour of the day’s headlines. There is a 
Strange process afoot in the world today that will no 
doubt have a direct impact on the Israel-Arab dispute in 
the near future. 

In Afghanistan, the Soviets, anxious to get out, were 
openly pleading with the Americans to stop supplying 
the with the Stinger missiles that have wrought 
such bavoc in the Red Army. Will the Americans 
oblige? 

Te Nicaragua, the Sandinistas are in desperate straits. 
Not only is there 400 per cent inflation and food short- 
ages, but Soviet ammunition is reported to be running 
oat. Nicaragua's Ortega has turned to the pope for 
solace. Fidel Castro decided to stay away from the 70th 
anniversary celebrations of the Communist revolution 
and the BBC reports that the Cubans intend to clear out 
of Angola at the end of the year. 

Is there a tacit connnection between the situation in 
Central America and Afghanistan? We can only guess. 
In the meantime, the Russians and Chinese are negotiat- 
ing aboot Vietnam's possible withdrawal from 

One thing, however, is abundantly clear: The super- 
powers have decided to cool the world’s flashpoints. To 
succeed in this, both sides, principally the Soviet Union 
and the U.S., need to cooperate to some degree ~ 
overtly or covertly. 

The world's worst danger signals are now Hashing alt 
over the West Bank and Gaza. The question is: Can the 
U.S. go it alone (with Egypt and Jordan)? Or will 
‘Washington willy-nilly have to ask the Soviet Union to 
come in? 

Obviously the Russians will do everything they can to 
make it impossible for the Americans to repeat the feats 
of Ralph Bunche, Henry Kissinger and Jimmy Carter in 
achieving some kind of settlement -- however temporary 
— without Soviet participation. 

It may be interesting to look back to the last occasion, 
just over a decade ago, when the Russians and the 
Americans got together on the subject. In the summer 
of 1977, Menachem Begin and Moshe Dayan were hard 


at work hammering out the details of a draft peace ' 


treaty with Egypt. This was some months before Sadat 
made his dramatic descent onto the tarmac of Ben- 
Gurion Airport. At the beginning of September, the 
Israeli draft was given to the Americans, and Washing- 
ton duly transmitted it to Cairo. Dayan was heard to 


say, “The ball is now in Sadat’s court.” 


ON OCTOBER 1, 1977, a bombshell exploded. In 
complete disregard of the fact that a “peace process” 
was going on — involving Egypt, Israel and the U.S. - 
Washington informed the United Nations that the Sovi- 
et Union and the United States bad issued a joint 
statement on the Middle East. Quite simply, the U.S. 
and the USSR proposed to resume the Geneva talks on 
the Middle East not later than December 1977. Their 
statement included a brief text of three paragraphs 
outlining the scope of negotiations. Thus, at a time when 
both Jerusalem and Cairo were negotiating with the 
State Department, Washington - completely unbe- 
knownst to either of them — was doing a separate and 
quite different kind of deal with Moscow. 

The shock produced by this joint statement in Jerusa- 
lem was echoed in the Congress of the United States and 
also in Cairo. The day after the American-Soviet deal 
was announced, Reuter reported that a special envoy of 
Anwar Sadat had flown to Washington with urgent 
instructions to seek an explanation of the meaning of the 


joint Soviet-American statement. i 


Sadat had every reason to be furious. He had thrown 
out his Soviet military advisers and, in fact, cancelled 
the “special relationship” with Moscow in order to place 
all his eggs'in the American basket with a view to 
teaching an understanding with Israel. Then, suddenly, 
Washington was bringing the Russians back into the 
game without even bothering to inform him. As we now 


connection 


know, Sadat eventually decided that the only way to pull 
the carpet out from under American-Russian feet was to 
take the initiative and fly to Jerusalem. 

The first point to be observed about the joint U.S.- 
Soviet statement was its Russian flavour, both in content 
and tone. A New York Times editorial was headed, 
“Geneva (via Moscow)” and on the same day 
(October 9, 1977), The Jerusalem Post comment was 
blunter: “U.S., USSR slam the door.” The paper added 
that the entire statement bore the imprint of Soviet 
thinking and that the occasional awkward phrasing sug- 
gested the work of a translator. It was supposed to have 
been rammed the decision-making process in 
the State Department and the White House By Prof. 
Marshall Shulman, the president's new adviser on Sovi- 
et affairs, kaown for his sympathetic understanding of 
the Soviet Union. 

The New York Times asked, “Why now?” The answer 
was that the Kremlin was in a hurry because it looked as 
if the Jerusalem-Cairo-Washington loaf was already in 
the oven. 

The importance to us now of this Soviet-American 
joint statement on the Middle East is thaz it was a purely 
Russian document, as yet unchanged by Carter's later 
additions, calculated to allay the fears of public opinion. 
The unadomed version, however, may very much fore- 
shadow the shape of things to come in 1988. 

The original Russian text omitted to mention Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338. It alluded to 242 by 
demanding in the same style the withdrawal of Israel 
“from territories” taken in 1967. The joint statement 
refers to the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people 
without mentioning the PLO. Needless to say, an updat- 
ed version of the 1977 statement would certainly men-. 
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tion the PLO. The joint statement provides for the 
establishment of demilitarized zones “within Israel! and 
in the neighbouring Arab countries” and the stationing 
of UN troups and observers. It also mentions interna- 
tional guarantees as an optional measure of a compre- 
hensive settlement. 

The nub of the joint statement, however, was that 
contractual obligations (to be worked out at Geneva) 
would stem not so much from the partners in the dispute 
but from a common Russian-American understanding. 
Today, it is significant that Gorbachev advocated just 
such a superpower takeover in world trouble spots in his 
major policy statement in Pravda of September 17, 
1987, 


In 1977, the Soviet-American joint statement on the 
Middle East was formulated in the waning days of the 
detente. The way things are shaping up in 1988 and 
beyond, it is reasonable to suppose that the spirit of 
Soviet-American cooperation is going to expand to cov- 
er further areas of Soviet-American friction. It is safe to 
say that the essence of the statement will surface again in 
a different form, bearing the imprimatur of the five 
members of the Security Council. 

Secretary of State George Shultz is slated to come to 
the Middle East on February 25 after his visit to. Mos- 
cow. Four times in the last 40 years, the Americans have 
succeeded in going it alone in the Middle East. It is 
doubtful wheteer they can do tt aguin, In the present 
atmosphere of superpower consensus, Shultz will seek 
the Kremlin's blessing for his Middle East plan. It is 
likely that Gorbachev will voice his most serious reser- 
vations, but he is not going to slam the door since he will 
believe ‘the ‘plan to ‘be a nonstarter. All the Russians 
have to do to scuttle the American inititative is to 
encourage the contirflation of riots in the administered 
territories -- if, indeed, the Palestinians need any 
encouragement.

- Fundamentalism — an alien concept to Judaism — 


THE CONCEPT of fundamental- 
ism did not originate in Judaism but 
in Christianity and Islam, although 
today it is widely applied in relation 
to Judaism as well, and somewhat 
freely used in wider connotations, 
not necessarily theological. It might, 
therefore, be appropriate to first 
elucidate its meaning according to 
the other two religions, and then to 
consider whether parallel phenome- 
na can be found in Judaism that 
justify its use. 

: For Christianity, fundamentalism 
is a belief in the Bible as an authori- 
tative inerrant revelation of the will 
of God. This doctrinal reassertion 
came asa reaction to the widespread 
acceptance of modem Bible re- 
search, which uses methods of his- 
torical and fiterary analysis to apply 
the concept of evolution to the 
whole of human culture, including 
religion. 

This modern approach was fur- 
ther supported by Kantian and post- 
Kantian philosophy which gave a 
fatal blow to metaphysics because it 
stated that no valid claims can be 
made for subjects transcending the 
realm of ordinary human experi- 
ence. The fundamentalist trend in 
Christian theology aims to defend 
the main tenets of ipa 1 belief 
against the inroads of evolutionary, 
hastorical and philosophical ideas. It 
does so by restating, dogmatically, 
the belief in the literal truth of the 
Bible underlining the faith in the 
Trinity, in the virgin bith of Christ, 
in his bodily ascension and resurrec- 
tion, as well as the belief in the 
instantaneous immediate creation of 
the universe by God as stated in the 
book of Genesis. 


Tt is this last article of faith which’ 


is responsible for widespread con- 
troversy because of its implications 
for the teaching of Scripture and 
education in general. In certain 
parts of America, for example, the 
question arose concerning whether 
a State could restrict the scientific 
teaching of the Bible by legislation. 


- There has since been a retreat from 


this stand in the concession that the 
religious interpretation might be 
taught in addition to the scientific 
one, 

Islamic fundamentalism, not un- 
like Christian fundamentalism, up- 
holds the literal inspiration of Holy 
Writ — for Moslems, the Koran. 
While Christian fundamentalist be- 
liefs manifest themselves in the 
teaching and preaching of priests ta 
churches and, to some extent, m 
religious instruction in schools, Is- 
lamic fundamentalism aims at influ- 
encing profoundly the political and 
social life of the state. 

“(The fundamentalists] utilize a 
literal and rigorous interpretation of 
ras echelon eae ἘΣ θρεῖβ 
for judging existing practices. They 
frequently are political activists and 
they often are disturbing elements 
and upset social stability,” writes 
John Obert Voll in his book Jslam 
Continuity and Change in the Mod- 
em World. as 

An essential point of distinction 
between Christian and Islamic fon- 
damentalism thus rests in the insis- 
tence on political action inherent in 
the Moslem trend with its fight for a 
theocratic state, 2 tendency absent 
in its Christian counterpart. 

In pursuing this aim, some Mos- 
lem fundamentalists do not shrink 
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from the use of violence. 

“Activist fundamentalists periodi- 
cally engage in acts of ‘purifying’ 
violence directed against places of 
illicit pleasure, nightclubs, hotels, 
movies, theatres and governmental 

Ὁ as R. Hrair Dekmejean 
has noted in Islam in Revolution,. 
Fundamentalism in the Arab World. 

The fundamentalists’ rejection of 
western modernity is not based on 
careful scrutiny of its humanistic 
roots and its underlying idealistic 
conception of the dignity of man. 
They mainly take into consideration 
certain manifestations of western 
life: They see the democratic institu- 
tions and are aware of principles 
such as individual freedom and the 
emancipation of women. But they 
tend to equate Western civilization 
with its negative facets -- such as 
materialism and extreme individual- 
ism — which, in their opinion, lead to 
moral and social decline. They re- 
ject not only these features of West- 
em civilization, but secularism in 
the widest sense of the term. 

However, it should be remem- 
bered that fundamentalism has 
many facets and that there are rela- 
tively moderate, conservative trends 
as well as radical, political ones. 

Jerusalem Arabist Emmanuel Si- 
van has, in Radical Islam, defined 
the phesomena under discussion 
“as a broad fundamentalist trend 
which encompasses a whole gamut 
of opinion, ranging from Al-Azhar 
scholars and popular preachers 
through the Moslem Brothers to the 
extremist student associations and 
actual terrorists. The common de- 
nominator of the conservative and 
radical facets of this phenomenon is 
wide and stretches from metaphys- 
ics to everyday behaviour. Both 
Broups evince the same scriptural 
Teligiosity. Both share an intent sus-

picion of modernity, a Suspicion that 
does not entail total rejection.” 


ARE THERE parallels for the man- 
ifestations of fundamentalism found 
in Christianity and Islam in Juda- 
ism? At first glance, it might be 
argued that fundamentalism is inev- 
itable in any religion based on sa- 
cred texts which naturally lend 
themselves to literal interpretation. 

However, Judaism is protected 
against this danger by strong, built- 
in safeguards. It is the centra} posi- 
tion of the Oral Law and what is 
termed Halacha, in general, that 
makes strict adherence to the literal 
meaning of the text impossible. It 
not surprising, therefore, that Hala- 
cha in its essential nature has been 
called “the most potent antidote to 
fundamentalism.” Thus, while fan- 
damentalism in Christianity includes 
dogmatic belief in certain basic te- 
nets of faith, Judaism lacks such 

. There is more than a grain 
of truth in Leon Roth's reference to 
“dogmalessness as the only dogma 
in Judaism." ᾿ 

It may be recalled that it was Mai- 
monides who tried to work out a 
Jewish theology based on 13 articles 
of faith culled from talmudic 
sources. These have been accepted 
in the sense that they form part of 
the content of hymns sung in the 
synagogue but there is no authorita- 
tive statement as to their definite 
and detailed interpretation, and 
there is nothing to preclude even 
Orthodox Jews from viewing them 
metaphors of profound meta- 
physical content rather than scientif- 
ic statements. 

It is a telling though sad refiection 
on Maimonides's attempt to give a 
definite expression to the content of 
Jewish faith, that when his oppo- 
nents gained ground, ‘They effaced

his name and honorific appelation 
from his tombstone, substituting the 
curt inscription ‘Here lies a here- 
ὥς," according to Roth's Judaism. 

Christian fundamentalism bears 
little relation to Judaism in view of 
the diverse nature of the ‘two reli- 
gions. To hark back to Paul, Chris- 
tianity might, broadly speaking, be 
characterized as a religion of faith, 
while Judaism is characterized by 
“works,” i.e., the performance of 
righteous deeds in accordance with 
the commandments of Tora. 

This insistence on the centrality of 
Tora and mitzvot has been incisively 
formulated by a number of Ortho- 
dox Jewish philosophers of modem 
times. Moses Mendelssohn, for ex- 
ample, has a very lucid statement on 
this point in his book Jerusalen: “T 
believe that Judaism knows nothing 
of a revealed religion in the sense in 
which Christians understand this 
term. The Israelites possess a divine 
legislation -- laws, commandments, 
ordinances, rules of life, instruction 
in the Will of God as to how they 
should conduct themselves in order 
to attain temporal and eternal felici- 
ty. What was revealed to them 

Moses were rules and pre- 
cepts of this kind, not doctrines stat- 
ing truths or universally vclid propo- 
sitions of reason.” 

Isaac Breuer, an outstanding phi- 
losopber of German Orthodoxy, has 
adopted a Mendelssohnian stance 
on this vital point and characterized 
Judaism as “Gesetzesreligion,” i.e., 
a religion of laws and ordinances. 

Yeshayahu Leibowitz, in line with 
these two philosophers, has further 
sharpened this idea of the centrality 


of law by virtually equating Judaism 
with a set of mifzvot observed by 
Jews throughout the ages, on which 
certain tenets of faith are superim- 
posed. In other words, according to 
Leibowitz, it is the observance of 
mifzvot that creates faith rather than 
the other way around. 


IT IS BEYOND dispute that the 
late Gershom Scholem was a highly 
perceptive and extremely acute ob- 
server of the contemporary Jewish 
scene, including Orthodox Judaism. 

Schoiem speaks of three central 
concepts of Jewish doctrine which 
modern Jewish philosophers have 
frequently commented on and re- 
interpreted in various ways, namely 
Creation, Revelation and Redemp- 
tion. He argues that the conception 
of these principles of faith has un- 
dergone changes in the course of the 
history of Jewish philosophy, 
changes which have also impinged 
upon traditional religious thought. 

1 should like to turn now from an 


analysis of individual cases to a- 


more objective indicator — the still- 
being-added-to Responsa Literature 
of Judaism which, mirroring as it 
does the changing circumstances of 
Jewish life throughout the centuries, 
is mainly concemed with practical 
problems of buman conduct: the 
permitted and the forbidden, the 
preferred to the table, ques- 
tions of right and wrong and ethical- 
ly indifferent, of punishment and 
fines. Questions of faith, theological 
principles or doctrine, are very few 
and far between. 

1 have been trying from a purely 
theoretical viewpoint to show that 


Christian fundamentalism stems 
from a religion of faith and has no 
relevance for Judaism which is 
based on “works,” i.c., the regula- 
tion of human conduct. Needless to 
say, there are de facto Jews and 
mumerous Jewish groups and orga- 
nizations with fundamentalist 
leanings. 

However, on the whole, one gains 
the impression that in Jewish soci- 
ety, there are more parallels with 
the Islamic brand of fundamental- 
ism than with the Christian one. 
This is particularly true with refer- 
ence to the religious scene in Israel 
where fundamentalism is not only a 
matter of individual faith, but mani- 
fests itself strongly as a group phe- 
nomenon. 

This type of fundamentalism is 
characterized by a deep distrust of 
Western civilization and almost to- 
tal rejection of scientific education. 
It expresses itself in the theocratic 
aspirations of certain groups of ul- 
tra-Orthodox, and is even translated 
into politica) action which bears a 
similar character to that of the “pu- 
rifying violence’ of Moslem 
fundamentalism. 

However, it has never expressed 
itself on the same scale as in the 
Moslem camps and has so far caused 
no loss of life, except in the case of 
the Jewish terrorist underground, 
nevertheless, it is a dangerous phe- 
nomenon in Israeli ‘society and 
should give rise to a great deal of 
soul-searching on the part of Jewish 
educators, including those con- 
cerned with yeshiva education.

Sanitizing the n 


ON SATURDAY night, while Is- 
rael Television was showing us that 
thought-provoking British docu- 
drama about Anthony Blunt, 
Queen Elizabeth's personal.art ad- 
viser, Jordan ‘showed an cqually 
stimulating film about the issue of 
whether television should show gory 
and violent scenes. I was fortunate 
enough to capture the Jordan show 
on video, so I managed to see both 
of them: 


The hero of the Jordan film was 
an elderly writer who bas made ἃ 
packet writing thrillers for the tube. 
His latest is about an arsonist who 
starts an enormous blaze. This Roe 
apparently inspires 2 12-year-ol 
boy to burn down his school. He is 
trapped in the fire and dies. 

So an enormous debate starts, on 
the lines of that which took place ia 
real life in Miami, when a young 
man charged with murder claimed 
that he had been incited to commit 
acts of violence by seeing Starsky 
and Hutch. 

Reform groups demand a clean- 
up of television by the elimination of 
all violence. Others take their stand 
on the First Amendment, protecting 
free speech in the U.S. and the right 
of the public to know the truth, 
however bloody and repellent. 

The argument broadens to in- 
clude the news coverage: should this 
be ϑίρβαικα bce it aeceptabl fe in 

ble drawing-rooms? 

ἐν ee an, who believes in 
showing violence, argues that fic- 
tional films distort the truth: people 
hit by savage blows with fists or 
sticks, or shot by bullets. get up and 
brush their clothes, looking none 
the worse for being at the receiving 
end of ferocious attacks. He says the 
film makers should show the real 
thing — guts and brains spilled out, 
people in a state of shock, what 
violence really means. 


THE FILM ENDED without a deci- 
sion as to whether TV should be 
purged of violence. But it made me 
realize that somebody has been very 
busy, since the early days of the 
Arab revolt, sanitizmg our news 
coverage. Either our TV reporters 
are bemg prevented by the IDF 
from doing their job properly, or 
they are unable or unwilling to show 
the fruits of Yitzhak Rabin’s policy, 
or editors in the studio are cutting 
the coverage. Whatever the expla- 
nation, extreme censorship, official 
or unofficial, is in fact being prac- 
tised. 
Thus there is an enormous gap 
between the news presented by the 
‘press and that shown on television. 
For instance, we read about four 
Arab youths buried alive; about an 
80-year-old man treated for broken 
ribs, broken fingers and a broken 
arm as a result of being battered at 3 
way to- prayers; 
about a 14-year-old boy shot and 
killed, a 17-year-old girl shot and 
πα a 17-year-old boy shot and 


I saw none of these killings on 
Mabat. Perhaps 1 had fallen asleep, 
as a conditioned reflex to the sooth- 
ing anodyne with which the newcas- 
ters invariably begin their misiead- 
ing coverage — “There was relative 
quiet today in Judea, Samaria and

A SPECTRE is haunting the commercial electronic 
media. ᾿ 

If that sounds too fancy, let’s say that radio listening is 
afflicted by a virus of value reduction. The good news, at 
least here and at least for the time being, is that the bug 
has yet to attack television to any serious degree. 

Value reduction is what bappens when electronic 
audiences are exposed even-handedly to disasters in the 
ews, and a split second later to yummy snacks in the 
commercials. The phenomenon has been called “Stom- 
ach-Bulge Defence” by Russell Baker, an American 
journalist and humorist whom I hold in the highest 
esteem. Baker wrote about “Stomach-Bulge Defence” 
during the Vietnam War, describing how American 
television viewers were affected by watching a few min- 
utes of the horrors of that event, followed by a few 
Minutes of commercials. 

There would be scenes of dead children, Baker wrote, 
“then a handsome young woman appeared on the 
screen. She had just purchased a superior brand of panty 
hose. They performed wonders for her figure, she said. 
They even suppressed her stomach bulge.” And then 
two more, “a mother of 42 instructing her daughter of 18 
as to which brand of tomato paste was most powerful at 
i iage intact.” And back to Vietnam.

YS. 
With us it takes the form of great new bank goodies — 
for yes, the banks are back as though nothing had ever 
happened; and of cheese goodies and chocolate goodies:

handsome women on radio commercials too, though we 
don’t see them. Two are practically unavoidable these 
days. One talks about her favourite bank, the other 
about what fun it is to buy when you're over 60. The 
faces of both are imprinted on the Israeli consciousness, 
so we know they're handsome even on the radio. 

For some reason, stomach-bulge per se has never 
been seen as a profitable area here, perhaps because the 
problem is considered hopeless.

Furthermore, today's creative advertising shelters us 
from the world’s depravity through “the constant assur- 
ance that our daily fears, whether failed spaghetti or 
stomach bulge fand, in Israel today, the dangers of 
failed chocolate, soup, mattress or bank] are not to be 
sneezed at either.”

Does the fact that Shapira is the 
first cabinet minister to set foot in 
South Africa since sanctions were 
applied, in any way reflect his politi- 
cal opinions as a member of “the 
national camp” who devotes all his 
energies to boosting setrlement in 
the Greater Israe! which came into 
being after the Six Day War? 

“I was not invited to represent the 
State in South Africa because of my 
Political opinions, nor did the cabi- 
net decide to approve the invitation 
because of my political opinions,” 
he asserted. “The head of the South 
African Zionist movement, Solly 
Sachs, invited me because he is a 
graduate of the NRP’s youth move- 
ment, Bnei Akiva, and knows ali 
about my involvement in education- 
al work and my concern with aliya.” 

Shapira noted that the decision to 
invite him followed conversations at 
the Zionist Congress last year, when 
South African Zionist Federation 
leaders, who put greater stress on 
absorption than federations from 
other countries, were impressed by 
the follow-up treatment given to im- 


migrants by the Tehila aliya frame- 
work — his brainchild. 

“Since I joined the cabinet, { have 
made similar visits to the Jewish 
communities in Britain and the 
U.S., both in connection with Zion- 
ist education and aliya,” he said. 


THE NRP politician who entered 
the present coalition government as 
a member of the greatly shrunken 
Morasha list has Jearned to be cagey 
at times.

“European airlines have given up 
the South African nm (unlike ΕἸ Al) 
‘but that is a symbolic gesture which 
covers up many other links that have.

“We have been fighting for our 


existence in this land since the first 
Zionist olim came here a century 
ago. The Palestinians want to throw 
us back into the sea. That’s what all 
the Arabs want, in fact,” he said 
with mounting emotion, and no evi- 
dent connection to the subject of 
Israel’s marginal relations with 
South Africa. 

“The clock cannot be tumed 
back. We must adopt every measure 
necessary to assure our state’s exis- 
tence. That is our elementary duty 
to our children — nay to our grand- 
children,” he declared. 


WHEN SHAPIRA meets groups of 
potential olim he expects to be 
asked about the turmoil in the Ju- 
dea, Samaria, Gaza and the Golan 
Heights — he does not call them “the 
areas” or “the territories.” 

“J shall not gloss over any of the 
troubles and the dangers. But I shall 
tell potential olim that they ought 
not to defer their aliya for one single 
day because of recent events. Even 
from the halachic point of view, the 
time to come to Eretz Yisrael is in a 
time of danger, I shall tell potential 
olim that it is as possible to live in 
Israel after December 9, as it was 
before. Jews from the Diaspora who 
lack strong motivation will not come 
to settle in Israe] anyway, unrest or 
no unrest,” he said. 

“After the Yom Kippur War, the 
mood in Israel was sombre to say 
the least, but aliya figures were not 


significantly affected. Why should 
they be affected now 7” he asked. 

Shapira expected many South Af- 
Fican Jews to ask him what Israel 
should do about the latest American 
diplomatic moves in the Middle East 
dispute, and he had his answers 


“Secretary of State George 
Shultz’s timing is wrong. Negotia- 
tions under pressure are bad be- 
cause they constitute a reward for 
the terrorists and a spur to more 
terror,” he declared. ‘israel should 
not negotiate while on the defen- 
sive. And terror has derived comfort 
from remarks by Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres about settlement in 
Gosh Katif in the Gaza Strip, and by 
Peres’ unauthorised contacts with 
foreign governments regarding the 
international conference.“ 

Shapira conceded that “terror” 
was the wrong term for the wide- 
spread popular Arab protest in the 
areas. “I shall tell people in South 
Africa that while quiet in the areas 
has some connection to the political 

d, it is not directly corre- 
lated, and that even if negotiations 
on an interim arrangement start, the 
rioting will not subside,” he said. 

“I shall express a view ‘held by 
other ministers too, that the Shultz 
initiative is a non-starter because of 
its timing, and because of the rapid 
pace the secretary is trying to im- 
pose. Even if it gets to first base, it 
cannot progress beyond that. It can

only move forward after the new 
administration takes over in Wash- 
ington, studies the facts and settles 
down to govern.” 

In his briefings in South Africa, 
Shapira will also stress that a pre- 
condition for the successful negotia- 
tion of an interim arrangement, 15 
the support of a significant parlia- 
mentary majority, not 60 plus, but 
80 at least, in a national unity coali- 
tion following the November elec- 
tion here. 

“This interim arrangement, which 
will affect Israei’s soft underbelly, 
will have to endure for years, not for 
months, before jt can be tested and 
found secure. Maybe as much as 10 
years, who knows? We cannot live 
with an interim arrangement which 
will merely generate Arab expecta- 
tions that the land will revert to their 
sovereignty,” he said. 

Shapira said he would go into de- 
tail in South Africa about the advan- 
tages which the Arabs of Judea, Sa- 
maria and Gaza have derived from 
20 years of Israeli rule. “King Hus- 
sein never gave the Palestinians the 
same freedom of expression, the 
same educational institutions, the 
same economic expansion that they 
got from us without our demanding 
anything in return. Not to speak of 
what the regime in Gaza before 1967 
gave the local Arabs.” 

He complained that the Palestin- 
ians' were “stabbing Israel in the 
back, after Israel gave them every- 
thing.” Yet the Palestinians don't 
want the Egyptians back in Gaza 
and they don't want the Jordanians 
back in Judea and Samaria. In fact 
they want Hussein Jess than they 
want Israel,” he said. 


:- THE FIRST “holy places” in Judaism are not 
τ permanent sites: Their holiness is portable and 

temporary. The first time sacredness is men- 
* ‘tioned in connection with a place (time is hal- 
‘lowed much earlier with the sanctification of the 
"Sabbath day) is when Moses, standing at the 

burning bush, is told “Remove your shoes from 
‘your feet, because the ground upon which you 
τ stand is holy!” (Exodus 3:5). 

', _ There was no intrinsic or lasting holiness in that 
"ground in the wilderness; it was holy only for that 
τ particular moment in which God's presence was 
“revealed to Moses; Mount Sinai too, was specially 

sanctified for the occasion of the giving of the 

“Tora (ibid., 19:23). It does not hold any sanctity 

to Jews since then. 
τ᾿ The Mishkan (Tabernacle), was built in fulfill- 

‘ “ment of God’s request that “they shall make me a 
““sanctuary and I shall dwell among them" (Exodus 
’ 25:8). Its holiness was portable and not attached 
“to any one specific piece of land. 

‘ “Throughout the Near East," reports Profes- 
‘sor Nahum Sarma (Exploring Exodus, p. 206), 
“the Temple was commonly believed to be the 
- ‘dwelling place of the God.” To make sure that 

this would not be the case with the Mishkan, Tora 

“does not say that the Israelites,were asked to 
“build a sanctuary so that God-may dwell in it, but

*-" The Midrash (Ex. Rabba 34, 3) tells that when 
-the Almighty said ‘‘Make a Tabernacle for me,” 
: ‘Moses was startled. He ‘exlaimed in amazement: 
‘-“The glory of the Holy One blessed be He, fills 
« heaven and earth, and yet he orders me to make 
“‘him a Tabermacle!” Moreover, Moses saw in 
*-prophecy that Solomon would one day build a 
temple much larger than the Tabernacle, and yet 
“he too would say to God: “Will God in the very 
“truth dwell on the earth? Behold, the heaven and 
the heaven of heavens cannot contain thee: how 

much less this house that I have built!” (1-Kings 
~'B:27). 

The response Moses received from the Al- 
“inighty, according to another Midrash (Pesikta 
‘de-rab Kahana, 6:3), was: “Moses, it is not what 
“you think it is...” 

: The sanctuary which was the Tabernacle repre- 

sented part of the revolution in the idea of “the 

“oly” introduced in the Bible according to which 

no created object can ever have a claim to abso- 

_hute holiness, as the one and only source of holi- 
“ness is the creator. Humans are able, even invit- 
‘ed, to encounter “the Holy” in the three major 

dimensions of reality, which are; Time (through 

the Sabbath and other “holy convocations," γεἰζ- 
_ γα’ εἰ kodesft); Space (through the Sanctuary, Tab- 
ernacle, Temple and synagogue) and Person: 

(through the fulfilment of mitzvot, holy deeds). 
- Those are not intrinsically holy in themselves, but 
-by the fact that they are more qualified than 

other, mundane, time, space and deed, to evoke 

in us a sense of holiness, or of the encounter with 
the Holy One. ; 
. ‘The Tabernacle was not a dwelling place for 
‘God, but a place set aside for people to come and 
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experience more intensely the in-dwelling pres- 
ence of God in the world at large. It represented a 
way of re-creating the universe in the centre of 
which is God. 

This point is much emphasized and dwelt upon 
at length in midrashic literature as welll as in the 
writings of Josephus and*Philo. The three divi- 
sions of the Tabernacle correspond, according to 
Josephus, to the world’s three realms: the first 
two, to earth and sea which belong to humanity; 
the third corresponds to the heavens which are 
God’s alone. 

There were in the Tabemacle twelve loaves of 
bread, corresponding to the twelve months; seven 
lamps corresponding to the sun, moon and the 
five planets [then known]; and the four materials 
in the curtain to the four elements, 

Both the world and the Tabernacle were creat- 
ed, according to midrash (Pirkei d'rabbi Eliezer, 
chapter 3), through three divine attributes: wis- 
dom, understanding and knowledge. It is said 
concerning the creation of the world: “The Lord 
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by wisdom founded the earth; by understanding, 
he established the heavens; by his nti 


. the 
depths were broken up” (Proverbs 3:19.20). The . 


same three attributes ap in connection with 
the construction of the Tabernacle, as it is said: 
“And I have filled him [Bezalel, the architect of 
the Tabernacle] with wisdom, with understanding 
and with knowledge” (Exodus 31:3). 

The creation of the world, which continued in 
the building of the Tabernacle, spans further into 
the future, giving meaning to all of history lived in 
the shadow of God (this is the meaning of the 
name Bezal-el). The Messiah, too, will be distin- 
guished by those same three attributes. Thus it is 
said regarding the King Messiah: ‘And the spirit 
of the Lord shall rest upon him, the spirit of 
wisdom and understanding, the spirit of counsel 
and might, the spirit of knowledge and of the fear 
of the Lord™ (Isaiah 11:12). 

The Tabernacle is ποῖ a place for God to live in, 
but for men to come there, to be reminded of the 
holiness to be found in the way people live, Each 
and every part and vessel of the Tabernacle, its 
size, the material it is made of, serve as such 
reminders. 

The Tabernacle was built by all of Israel, not 
just by a select group of donors. It was construct- 
ed and furnished with materials that came from 
hearts that were moved, rather than from rich 
pockets or thanks to peer pressure and sophisti- 
cated tax deductions. From the very beginning of 
the building fund campaign, it was made clear 
that it was not the structure itself, or mortar and 
bricks (there were none of these), nor its canvas 
curtains and wooden boards, which defined the 
Mishkan. F 

“Speak to the children of Israel that they take 
for me an offering from every person whose heart 
makes him willing (Ex. 25:2)” -- that is how it all 
began. More than on the donations themselves, 
the emphasis was on that they are “for me,” for 
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For the sake of heaven

the sake of heaven, and on the willingness of the 
heart. 

In his collection of hassidic stories relating to 
the weekly reading of Tora, Rabbi Shlomo Yosef 
Zevin tells the following story in connection with 
the stated requirement that contributions for the 
Tabernacle should be offered out of a willing 
heart: τ 

Reb Shloime Rabinowitz of Radomsk once 
made a collection among his hassidim to support 
an important cause in which he was interested 
at that time. One of the hassidim, who the master 
knew well, presented the rebbe with a sizeable 
contribution, but the rebbe absolutely refused to 
accept it and returned it to the donor on the spot. 
Asked why he did it, when he could have put the 
money to good use, he replied: “If you had seen 
the glee in this person's eyes when he took the 
money back you would not have asked why I did 
not want to receive it.” 

It seems that successful fund-raising in itself is 
not enough for constructing a true sanctuary. 

Another story. 

This one was first told by Rabbi Yossi ben 
Kisma, who lived in the Galilee some 1800 years 
ago. It is recorded in the 6th chapter of Avot, 
(mishna 9): 

“I was once travelling on the road,”’ relates Ε΄ 


Yossi ‘when a man met mie, greeted me, and-I ~ 
‘returned his greeti 


He said to me: “ a bi, from what place are 
you?” 


I said to him: “I come from a great city of sages 


‘and scholars.” 


He said to me: “Rabbi, are you willing to live 
with us in our place? 1 will give you a million 
golden dinars, and precious stones and pearls.” 

I told him: “‘Were you to give me all the silver 
and gold and precious stones and pearls in the 
world, [ would not live anywhere except in a place 
of Tora.” 

This story of the second-century sage was re- 
counted many centuries later by Rabbi Meir Sha- 
pira (1887-1934) who a few years before the Ho- 
locaust built the great Tora citadel of modern 
times, the famed Yeshiva of Lublin, Poland. Rab- 
bi Shapira, who himself travelled around the 
world to collect money to build his-yeshiva, added 
his own questioning comment to Rabbi ‘Yossi’s 


“Why,” asked Ε΄ Meir, “did R' Yossi refuse to 
move to this new place, rejecting such a generous 
offer of a million golden dinars plus precious 
stones and pearls. With a major gift such as this, 
he could have built a great yeshiva and other 
institutions of learning and turn the new place 
into a ‘place of Tora’?” 

The answer is, concluded Rabbi Meir Shapira, 
that with money alone, even with large sums of it, 
one cannot turn a place without Tora into a place 
of Tora. In order to bring about this kind of turn-. 
about one needs also a great deal of idealism, of 
willingness of heart, and what is most important, 
a firm conviction that the offerings are “for me.”’- 
for the sake of heaven.

CALGARY (AFP) - Pirmin Zur- 
briggen showed he was human after 
all when he made the most costly 
error of bis career, an error which 
lost him the men's combined title 
and the chance to become the first 
man in history to take five alpine 
skiing Olympic gold medals. 

The Swiss wonder man was cruis- 
ing to victory in the combined event, 
back in the Winter Games for the 
first time in 40 years, after winning 
the downhill and taking joint sixth 
place in the first run of the slalom.

Today they are doing 12 hours end 
even 16 hours without a rest.” 

The force — which does not give its 
men overtime pay - is reportedly 
pressing the Treasury to increase 
salaries for those men involved in 
riot control. But police sources say 
that money is not the major 
problem. 

Unlike the army, the police are 
used to getting home at night and to 
enjoying regular Shabbat leave. 
Such luxuries have virtually disa- 
peared. “Some of us haven't seen 
our families for days,” said an offi- 
cer. “Our leave has been cancelled 
and when we report for duty in the 
™moming there is no knowing when 
we are likely to get home at night — 
or if we will get home at all.” 

Family disruption is distressing to 
men who see themselves and their 
role as being ewentially civilian, he 
continued. “So far, the comptaints 
have been made in private. But if 
this situation continues for much 
longer, our families" voices are like- 
ly to be heard.” 

Levy stressed that the force is de- 
termined to carry out its task despite 
all the pressures and that it was sat- 
isfied with its performance so far. 
But he could not, he said, hide the 
fact that these are difficult times. 

“Even officers who are ill and 
who would normally be on sick 
leave are continuing to work,” he 
said.

It 
is hard to see how much longer this 
trouble is going to go on but I hope 
and pray it will end soon.”

Judging by what has happened dur- 
ing the past several weeks, the fu-

By now, Nissim must be con- 
vinced that appointing the She- 
shinski Committe was a big political 
error. Last April, he thought the 
committee of experts, headed by 
Prof. Eitan Sheshinski, would pro- 
duce a report reproducing almost 
entirely his own ideas on tax reform, 
which he was forced to scrap due to 
pressure from the Histadrut in Janu- 
ary 1987. 

But what the committee produced 
was, from Nissim's point of view, an 
embarrassing document. Instead of 
Tecommending taxation of allow- 
ances for the handicapped, widows 
and the elderly, as Nissim had pro- 
posed at the end of 1986, the com- 
taittee suggested that they remain 
tax-exempt, and only be taken into 
account when calculating taxable in- 
come in those cases in which other 


immediately full payment of the 
allowances 


But the most “problematic” rec- 
ommendation, from Nissim's point 
of view, was the proposal to impose 


a 25 per cent tax on capital gains in 
the stock market. Such a proposal 
would hurt powerful, vested inter- 
ests. It would affect many who carry 
political clout with Nissim and his 
government colleagues. 

Nissim lost no time in stating, 
through Treasury Director-General 
Victor Medina, that he would reject 
that recommendation. Nevertheless 
the political damage bad already 
been done. Nissim will be remem- 
bered by every broker and investor 
in the stock market as the man who 
appointed the committee that let the 
capital gains’ tax genie out of the 
bottle. 

Nissim's troubles did not end with 
the refusal to implement the pro- 
posed tax on the stock exchange. 
Nothing could be more embarrass- 
ing than the Histadrut demanding 
that the finance minister implement 
the report's recommendations. It 
must: be remembered that Nissim 
appointed the committee as a toot 
against the labour federation. 

He figured that the . Histadrut 
would be forced to accept the report 
as the only way of getting a reduc- 
tion of tax rates for middle and low- 
er income groups. The fact that the 
committee was composed of ex- 
perts, he thought, would shield him 
from charges that the recommenda- 
tions were politically motivated. . 


AT THIS point, the troubles caused 
Nissim by the publication of thé 
Sheshinski committee report merge 
with the difficulties stemming from 
developments on the inflationary 
front. 

The fact that inflation has again 
reached a 20 per cent annual level 
not only showed that Nissim is run- 
ning out of fuck — as reflected by the 
high increases in the prices of fresh 
produce in January — but that his 
policies are running out of steam. 

During the past year, the shekel 
has appreciated by some 13 per cent 
in rea) terms relative to the dollar, 
threatening to harm exports. If what 
the Histadrut and the Health Minis- 
try say is true, the outcome of the 
strike by government hospital main- 
tenance workers was the first crack 
in the Treasury's effort to impose 
severe wage restraint.

The timetable for such an accord 
is very tight. The latest date for sign- 
ing it would be April, for after that 
the elections campaign will begin, 
severely reducing the chances of 
reaching an accord. 


NISSIM KNEW even before the ~ 


Sheshinski report was published 
that he would be forced to pay ἃ 
price for Histadrut agreement to a 
package deal. But the publication of 
the report has complicated matters 
for him. Since the implementation 
of the report could be advantageous 
to those earning between NIS 1,500 
and NIS 5,000, the Histadrut’s “‘con- 
stituency,” the labour federation 
could very well make carrying out 
the recommendations a condition 
for its agreement to a package deal. 

True, the labour federation has its 
own reservations about the report's 
recommendations, specially regard- 
ing the proposed taxation of em- 
ployers’ contributions to workers’ 
advanced study funds (Aranot hish- 
talmut). But this objection could be 
overcome if workers are suitably 
compensated by increasing their 
gross wages. Such compensation 
would be counted in calculating pen- 
sions, and therefore significantly 
help labour federation pension 
funds.

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Gearing up for Shultz 


LIXE Gaul of old, Israel’s government is these days divided 
into three parts, each one of them a more-or-less sovereign 
entity in what may be described as a loose confederation. 
Premier Yitzhak Shamir heads the government of the Likud, 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres the government of the Align- 
ment, and Finance Minister Moshe Nissim the government of 
the Treasury. ἢ 

This is not a particularly desirable arrangement, but it is not 
as utterly impossible as it may appear. The fact is, it has so far 
worked. 

To be sure, it has only worked by the confederal body, 
called the cabinet. putting off till the Greek Calends critical 
decisions, notably on peace, over which the Alignment and the 
Likud are profoundly at odds. This has not, however, been an 
insurmountable barrier to party cooperation, because external 
circumstances did not force the government to take so much as 
a minimally united stand on the most controversial matters. 

Now circumstances may be changing. Next week the U.S. 
secretary of state will be shuttling through the Middle East in 
search of support for his latest ideas on jolting the “peace 
process” back into life, and he is not planning to skip Jerusa- 
lem. A friend of Israel, George Shultz will not, it may be 
assumed. try to arm-twist Israel into signing on the dotted line. 
But he should expect Israeli government leaders to talk sensi- 
bly to him on the subject of peace negotiations, and if not with 
one voice then at least on the basis of a minimal consensus. 

At the moment, of course, no such consensus exists. The 
policy guidelines of the “‘national unity government” on that 
subject were but a smokescreen which barely hid lingering 
divisions. Mr. Shultz has now biown away what still remained 
of that smokescreen. The simple question he has put is: 
procedural differences aside, does Israel accept the principle 
of land-for-peace, which is enshrined in Resolution 242, which 
in turn is incorporated into the Camp David Framework of 
Peace, or does it not ? 

If nothing is done to prevent it before Mr. Shultz’s arrival, 
what be may expect to hear is the two irreconcilable official 
Israeli answers to that question. 

Mr. Peres will inform him that, as the secretary already 
knows, the formula is acceptable to the Alignment, on the 
understanding that it does not require the cession of all the 
occupied territories. Mr. Shamir, on the other hand, will make 
it clear that the surrender of any of the territory of Eretz 
Yisrael is unthinkable. That. presumably, will be the end of 
the Shultz initiative, unless the Arabs and the Soviets hasten to 
kill it off before Israel's premier does. 

Evidently hoping that they will do him that favour, the 
premier has during the past four weeks been seeking to avoid a 

clear-cut statement of his own position. While the U.S. pro- 
posals have indeed not finally jelled, they are sufficiently clear 
to be either rejected, or adopted. : 

What will Israel's decision be ? The Alignment was yester- 
day reported pushing for a bipartisan cabinet effort next 
Sunday to formulate a common stand in the coming talks with 
Mr. Shultz. The premier alone, it is argued, can speak only for 
the Likud. That is palpably true. But a cabinet discussion is 
more likely to generate pre-election heat than a consensus on 
the overwhelming issue of land-for-peace. 

Only aa informal, in camera consultation between the major 
party leaders, conducted if possible without rancour, may yet 
spare Israel the embarrassment of appearing to be without a 


peace policy. : 


An obvious duty 


AMONG the many helpful recommendations for tax reform 
submitted by the Sheshinski Committee this week, none de- 
serves applause more than the proposal that every taxpayer be 
required to file an annual income tax return. In most civilized 
countries, the filing of an income tax return is considered an 
obvious civic duty. That it is still not accepted as such in nearly 
40-year old Israel, is no cause for boasting. 

The idea is in fact not new at all. A full 12 years ago the 
Treasury. then under the late Yehoshua Rabinovich, decided 
ta make it a legal requirement for all. It was expected to net 
the state great sums of previously hidden-away tax money. But 
it was soon abandoned. The Treasury. it was realized, was just 

. ποῖ ready to process the expected avalanche of tax returns. 

Unfortunately, it still isn’t. While appreciably more highly 
computerized than it was a decade ago, and arguably better 
staffed, Israel's tax collecting apparatus remains pathetically 
backward and inefficient. The revolutionary change sought by 
the Sheshinski Committee, laudable as it is, will therefore have 
to be carried out gradually, over a period of several years. But 
carried out it must be.
